EICHSTAG EXAMINES 


WILSON’S PEACE TERMS. 


Light Begins to Dawn in the Mind of 
Prussian Militarists — Presidents 
Fourteen Points Analyzed. 


MSTERDAM, Jan. 25.—In his 
address before the Reichstag 
main committee yesterday, 

Chancelior von Hertling referred to 
the negotiations with the Russians 
at Brest-Litovsk, saying he held fast 
to the hope that a good conclusion 
would be arrived at. He continued: 

“Our negotiations with the Ukrai- 
nian representatives are in a more 
favorable position. Here, too, difficul-

Ukraine which will be in the inter- 
este of both parties and also eco- 


“One result, gentlemen, might be 
recorded, as you all know. The Rus- 
an last month proposed to issue 
an invitation to all the belligerents 
to participate in the negotiations. 
Russia submitted certain proposals 


time we accepted the proposal to 
invite the belligerents to take part 
in the negotiations, on the condition, 
however, that the invitation should 
have a Gefinite period for its ac- 
At 10 o'clock on the eve- 

ning of January 4 the period es- 
pired. No answers had come, and as 
a result we were no longer under 
obligation and had a free hand for 
separate peace negotiations with 
Russia. Neither were we longer 


bound, of course, by the general tn 


peace proposals submitted to us by 
the Russian delegation. 

TWO DECLARATIONS. 
_“Tmatead of the reply which was 
expected but which was not forth- 
coming.” Chancellor von Hertling 
eontinued, “two declarations were 
made by enemy statesmen—Premier 
Lioyd George's speech and President 
Wisen'’s speech. I willingly admit 
that Mr. Lloyd George altered his 
tone. He no longer indulges in abuse 
and appears desirous of again dem- 
onstrating his ability as a negotiator, 
which I had formerly doubted. I ‘can 


not go so far, however, as many 
which have been expressed

ENTIRELY DEMORALIZED 


Entanglements Removed to Enable the 
Slavs and Germans to Fraternize. 
Fortified Places Destroyed.

ETROGRAD, Thursday, Jan.

The wire entangile- 
ments have been destroyed to 
facilitate fraternizing and the 
exchange of commodities with 
the German armies. At many 
points, adds the Chief of Staff, 
fortified points have been de- 
stroyed, making resistance ut- 
terly impossible on the lines as 
at present located even with 
good troops. Various branches 
of the staffs must soon cease 
Work, he declared, because of 
the disordered conditions and 
the economic life ot the army 
will thus be ruined.

ma letter received today from C. F. 
Second, medical missionary of Oma- 
ha, who was in Guatemala at the 


time. The letter is from Chichicas- 
tenango, Guatemala, and says, in 
part: 


“I have returned from Guatemala 
City, partially destroyed December 
| 25, and the destruction completed 
January 3. 

“It was 11 o'clock at night. The 
earth rose from beneath, with most 
awful noises, as if some terrific 
force was knocking to get out. The 
movéments were not as we are ac- 
customed to feel them, but were fu- 
rious and fast like the explosions of 
a terrific subterranean mine. Ruined 
houses, walls, etc., were thrown 
around like chaff and the entire city 
lies a heap of awful ruins. 

We left there the next day early 
in a train, but u had to return as 
the earth had opened up before the! 
train and it could not proceed. Then, 
too, the earth was opened in chasms 
everywhere, and smoke was coming 
from these openings, so I left on 
foot, fearing every step that I might 
sink through the ground. 

“As I looked back, the entire 
plain upon which the city is built 
was smoking. It is evident that a 
great volcano is about to open in the 
center Ofgtite city, or that it may be 
turned into a lake of fire. It was 
simply awful. Trees fell with the 
force of the earth's movements and 
the mountains above Guatemala 
city are all shattered into long 
chasms, and no doubt will fall into 
the plain. All the towns for miles 
around have destroyed except 
this and a few others. We are liv- 
ing in impro tents in the back 
yard for fear the houses will fall.”

There was no expressed opposi- 
tion to any of the resolutions and 
they were adopted in most instances 
@ unanimous vote.

The war resolution recited that no 
statement of words is needed to

The resolution miners 
were opposed to the govern- 
ment — that operates the 
Postoffice Department. 

The resolution opposing the con- 
scription of labor also requests the 
national government to take over all 
unused farm lands and rent them to 
farmers.

It is 
calculated to intrench in power a political 
office-holding class, for none other can 
stand the strain or carry on the necessary 
manipulation. Under their deft work there 
is almost no chance at all for the serious 
judgment of the people to be considered. 
In the first place a man whom the voters 
would really desire is usually too much of 
a man to lower his standard of political 
morality and public virtue to the nauseous 
levels of a primary contest. The people 
have to take what they can get—not what 
they warnt. 

What they can get is a speculative choice 
from a string of noisy and self-assertive 
gents who profess to be all things to all 
men. To Republicans they are Republican; 


to Democrats Democratic and so on down 


the merry line of political division. When 
a man contemplates running for office un- 
der the fivetoed California primary law 
the first business in order is to chuck his 
conscience into the garbage can and dum 
his morals off the pier. 


The rman government is no doubt 
regaled with the exhibition now staged at 
Washington in relation to the conduct of 
the war by the United States. It is a fa- 
miliar performance and seems to be always 
in evidence in every war in which this 
country has been engaged. So it was in 
the Rebellior and in the Spanish-American 
War.

SECURITY DEALERS 
DEFINED BY LAW. 


INTERNAL REVENUE DECISION 
GUIDE FOR COLLECTING 
INQOME TAX. 


Collector of Internal Revenue oy. 
ter received word yesterday that 
taxpayers who buy and sell securi- 
ties for investment or speculation 
are not dealers in securities within 
the purview of the internal revenue 
decision covering returns of securi- 
ties at market value or cost. There- 
fore investment and speculative buy- 
ers in the stock market cannot write 
off depreciation in their securities 
in making tax returns. 

The treasury holds that “a dealer 
in securities, in order to come within 
the meaning of treasury on 
2609, must be a merchént of 
securities, whether an individual, 
partnership or corporation, with an 
established place of business, whose 
business is the purchase of securi- 
tles and their resale to customers. 
Taxpayers who buy or sell for in- 
vestment or speculation, and (in 
their individygi capacity) officers of 
corporations or members of partner- 
ships which deal in securities are 
not dealers.” 

This decision defines d but 
it does not shed any light on the 
doubtful legality of returns made on 
the basis of market value. If, as 
the result of a United Su- 
preme Court decision, it ts deter- 
mined that return of income upon 
the basis of inventories at market 
value, is not permitted by lay deal- 
ers in merchandise and securities, 
those who have made return upon 
such basis will be required to make 
revised returns, based upon inven- 
tories taken at cost. All returns 
must be filed by March 1, and the 
pending cases are not to be argued 
in the United States Supreme Court 
until March 4. 

It is also settled that in the end 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States will have to decide whether 
the specific inc on of stock divi- 
dends in the definition of “dividends” 
in the war revenue law would re- 
move stock dividends from the ef» 
fect of the opinion rendered re- 
cently, having to do with such divi- 
dends under former tax laws. .

That the real value of the average 
healthy American of between 21 and 
20 years of age $10,000 was an 
interesting deduction drawn last 
right by Charles H. Langmutr in a 
Giscussion of the plan of the United 
States government in insuring sol- 
diers and sailora. Mr. Langmuir’s 
address was delivered at a meeting 
of the Los Angeles Life Underwrit- 
ers’ Association in the auditorium of 
the Pacific Mutual Building.

“The average soldier will shortly 
have $10,000 life insurance, in addi- 
tion to the other protection believed 
by the government to be absolutely 
essential. The war risk insurance of 
the United States government 
brings to the whole American peo- 
ple a clearer knowledge of the value 
of human life and of the necessity 
for adequate life insurance to pro- 
tect it.” 
She meeting also was addressed 
by John PF. Carter, United States in- 
ternal revenue collector, who spoke 
en the Federal inheritance tax and 
the income tax as they affeet the 
returns on policies of life insur- 
ances. The returns from a life in- 
surance policy, he said, are the only 
part of an estate that is not reached 
by the Federal inheritance or prop- 
erty tax.”

Administrator Hoover was given da 
practical demonstration yesterday 
afternoon in the auditorium of the 
Hollenbeck Hotel by Mrs. Edna Bv- 
ans, who showed a large delegation 
of county chairmen how. conserva- 
tion may be applied to the culinary 
art. 

The demonstration was given un- 
der the auspices of the City Council 
of Defense, with Mrs. J. D. Taylor 
as chairman of entertainment, for 
the afternoon and evening: 

Mra. Evans showed how a full 
meal for six people, including gas 
for cooking, may be cooked at a cost 
of 60 cents, by using one pound of 
hamburger steak, one pound of Ital- 
fan macaroni, one-fourth pound of 
cheese, one can tomatoes,.one onion 
and salt, pepper and paprika to suit. 
She baked a crumb loaf of bread, 
consisting of nuts and cheese, at a 
cost of 26 cents for six people. She 
mixed a macaroni salad for six peo- 
ple, the total cost being 30 cents.
